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DETAILED ACTION 

Application status 

Claims 18-29 are pending in this instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this 

action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 18-29, drawn to a method for identifying a compound useful in 
the prevention and/or treatment of metabolic diseases. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 

distinct species: amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NOs: 2, 4, 6, 8 and 10 

encoded by nucleotide sequences of SEQ ID NOs: 1, 3, 5, 7 and 9 respectively. 

The species are independent or distinct because each of the polypeptides are 

comprised of amino acids, and each of the polynucleotides are comprised of 

nucleic acids that fold into a specific three-dimensional structure, has a distinct 

structure and function. Therefore, where structural identity is required, such as 

for hybridization or expression, the different sequences have different effects. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 18-29 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .141 . If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are 
readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a).
